ment that his resignation had been 
handed in, or why such course hnd 
been taken, the inference naturally 1 a 
that Huoh Is the case. To ascertain the 
true facts in the case a TIMKS reporter 
called on members of the session of 
the church this morning and mucle in- 
quiry concerning the mutter, 


It was learned that Rev. Goblet's 


resignation has been tendered, and 
that this action on his part WHS in 
response to a demand mude by the 
session—the official body of the church 
—for the resignation. In the Presby-

It WHS claimed by the gentlamnn 


interviewed by the TIMKS that the

believed the newspaper publications 
in the case to be fulsc, and that the 
minister was innocent of »n,y wrong- 
doing. 
When the talk was at its 


height, thu session had seiui-oltlciully 
appointed a committee to mitke an 
investigation of said stories, 
The 


committee consisted of two prominent 
members of the church, and they htul 
probed the mutter to the bottom, and 
hud arrived at the now generally nc- 
ceptod conclusion Unit Rev. Gobiet hiul 
been mallguocl in the matter, and had 
reported such.to the board.
